THE COMPUTER COLUMN 


BY UAH, KETEB 


If a picture is worth a thousand 
words, an equipment demonstration 
must be worth at least a thousand 
Pictures. At the Jume meeting of 
DUTUVARC three club members 
demonstrated the use of computer in 
the ham shack. 


Dee, EATHPH; Ernie, WraxXJ and Jack, 
KaA?tHOs each demonstrated computer 
use with amateur radic. Dee actually 
carried on a couple of 50s and Ernie 
had a “vwideo" of Kis station's setup 
300 operation with 3 computer on 
ETTY. Besides having a computer, 
Dee's and Ernie's equipment had 
interfaces between their computers 
and their rigs. Jack's demonstration 
did mot use 4 transceiver, but he did 
shown 2 practical, worthwhile use of a 
computer in the ham shack! I will . 
spend. the rest of my time commenting 
on is. 


Jack had an Atari computer loaded 
with | spread sheet, a Lotus 1,2,3 
clone and he had programmed it into 
a formuls for calculating USHER given 
forward and reflected power and the 
USWR over 3 frequency range were 
displayed in tabular form. im, AETH, 
who was familiar with both the 
computer and the spread sheet sat 
down at the keyboard and rather 
Hackl made the program display 

SHR vs. frequency on a graph. (For 
further details on this particular 
calculation see pages 25-32 of the 
February issue of AST. The point 
being that if you have a computer 
with a spread sheet program, a fairly 
common household and business 
combination, and mo intention of 
using the computer as an adjunct to 
your rig, you can still use the 
computer in amateur radio. 


To Selabor this point further, if one 
Here to simply measure the USWR with 
am appropriate bridge over a 5 
frequency range that spans one of 
the ham Gbands, the computer can 
display_the USHER vs, frequency | 
easily. For example, information in 
tabular form was sent to my 
computer via, telephone lines and 
reduced to the graph plotted Belot. 
To coordinate the transmission of 
data via the telephone line, we used 
tyHo meter simplex. Here is a case of 
amateur radic aiding computers. 


Thus from 2 bare minimum of 
equipment and data we have shorn 
one small facet of a computer 
application to amateur radic.

I thought I'd kick off 
my first column 
writing about dogs 
something I'm familiar 
with... tomers. 


If you come snuywhere 
mear my house, you'll 
notice 1 have several. 
rou look: close, you'll 
notice they're all open— 
lattice construction 
and well guyed, except 
the little one which 
gueports only OSCAR antennas. Even 
that one is bracketed to the house. 


I acquired my first tower in New. 
Hanpshire in 1971 and I'm still using 
it; if was used when I got it. Before 
the towers, I used wooden poles. I 
found cut they were very difficult 
to put_up, take down and move to a 


new UTH. (The pole I used when I was 
WB6ENX was 110' long and weighed 
4,500 1bs_ Ib stayed in California? 


There are lots of kinds of towers pou 
could put up..tubular types, crank— 
ups, hydraulic, stacked sections, etc. 
I chviously prefer stacked sections, 
well guyed. The reasons are many 
But 6oil down to just one.safety_ 

To the uninitiated, the advantages of 
a crank-up seem overwhelming: 


1. You only have to climb Z20' to 
work om your antenna. 


2. It must be safer than a guyed, 
stacked tomer because it will not 
Se up when the wind is blowing 


3. Your neighbors may prefer it 
since it's not very high when 
cranked down. 


Let's look at these advantages one at 
= time: 


i. All manufacturers of crank-ups 
specifically state that they are not 
to be climbed. Most people think this 
means "don't Gea eran eat Ss when | 

ey are up. at it rea means is 
fion't Ever Elind Then. ei zi 


Imust tell you the story of 3 good 
friend of mine in Fairbanks, Alaska. 
His crank-up was down... at least the 
cable was slack. He climbed it ta do a 
last minute adjustment on his 
antenns before a. 
contest. It was Friday 
afternoon and he was 
home alone. As he 
reached the top, he was 
holding on by one hand 
and his arm was through 
the tower. With his 
other hand he was e 
preparing to fasten his 
safety Belt_ 


Suddenly, the tower telescoped . 
downward about two inches pinching 
his arm, hard. With his other hand 
still free, he was able to reach a 
@anmer in his safety belt and pry 
ae tower back up enough to free 


the pinched arm. He jerked his 
injured arm free and fell backward 
off the tower. One arm injured, one 
arm holding a hammer and safety. 
belt not fastened. The good news is 
that he was only up 20". The bad 
mews is that it was winter in : 
Fairbanks and the ground was like a 
slab of cement. The really bad news 
is that he broke his back on impact 
and could not move. Worse yet, it 
was 20 degrees below zero and he was 
freezing to death, Fortunatels, his 
neighbor heard his yells for heip and 
he was saved. True story. 


So, you S3F7 how do I work on ny 
antennas then? There are three 
answers to that. 


1. Use a ladder leaning against the 
tower. 


2. Use a bucket truck. 


3. Get a tilt-over concrete base 
mount type of crank-up.

extended. Soon you'll be checking the 
Weather forecast to see if it's OF to 
leave the tower up. It could be real 
nasty if you forget, or, Heaven 
forbid, the weatherman is ever 
wrong. 


Unguyed crankups really won't hold 
large antennas. Look at the 
specifications. Most crank-ups are 
specified to hold x number of square 
feet of antenna at a wind speed of 50 
MPH. Catch that, 50 MPH! The EIA 
{Electronic Industry Association? and 
the UBC (Uniform Building Code) both 
issue maps of the U.S. showing how 
strong to expect the winds to _be. 
inds are expected to exceed TO MPH 
at times in all areas of the U.S. The 
tower companies expect you to keep 
Po ones retracted. Eight square 
eet is a large antenna for a crank- 
up. This is a medium tribander. 


3. I think antennas low ta the 
ground are more visible and 
objectionable to neighbors. If you 
actually use the antenna for 2 
transmitting when cranked down, it 
is more likely to create TUI since the 

round wave will be much stronger. 

Iso, it will be on the same level as 
most TU antennas; pointing straight 
at them.
